As for the labor movement, if Lewis and 
Lewisism are not fought and defeated, 
labor’s much repeated declaration of its 
great stake in the war will become just 
empty words.

The time has come when the entire labor 
movement must take the Lewis issue by the 
horns. The miners must be encouraged and 
helped to free themselves from the grip of 
Lewis machine men and the poisonous de- 
featism they planted in their ranks. The 
virus of Lewisism must be stamped out 
wherever it shows itself. 


The lesson of recent events is clear. 
Lewisism rests on a “to-hell-with-war” and 
“T'll-get-mine” conception. It is dangerous 
because it catches some backward types of 
workers. If allowed to take root it under- 
mines the war effort and serves only the 
fifth column. 


Equally clear, and it ought to be particu- 
larly clear to the miners, is the truth that 
we have so often stressed: that the best 
way to protect the immediate as well as the 
general interests of the workers, is through 
those forms that preserve labor and na- 
tional unity and fully comply with those 
procedures that insure pnreserved backing 
to the Commander-in-chief and the war 
effort.

Added Detroit Outrage 


THE fifth column cavagery ace inst 
the Negro people in Detroit has been 


added a further serious injustice. It is an 


outrage which cannot be permitted to con- 
tinue in any American community. 
We refer to the un-American acts of the 


Detroit police and the local judiciary. Since 


it is the Negroes who have been the victims 
of this carnival of bloodletting, it would be 
thought that the police and courts would 
proceed with speed to prosecute the fifth 
column figures who have incited this Ku 
Klux Klan race hatred. But such is not 
the case. To the contrary, it is the victims 
of the outrage, the Negroes, who have been 
hunted down, arrested in droves and given 
jail sentences. ‘a : 

The conduct of the police during the 
rioting is now matched by the un-American 


actions of the local courts. Fully 90 per 
cent of those killed in Detroit's streets were 


Negroes. And it appears that of these, 90 
per cent were killed by the police. Of those 
arrested, the police department now publicly 


admits, 85 per cent are Negroes and prac- 
con- 


tically all of those senteneed to 90 days 
sist of these oppressed people.

The President, as Commander-in-Chief, 
has a grave duty to issue a proclamation, 
making it a crime to voice or support race 
prejudices, All leaflets or other publica- 
tions expressing such fifth column poison 
should be confiscated by this proclamation. 

All who participate or who have participated 
in such Hitler-echoed incitations should be 
subject to immediate arrest.
